| ſpeedy execution of the. Ordinance here with 
fent you for Sequefttationof Delinquents Eſtates A bein 
a matter of great neceffity and importance , for th Yb 
ſtance ofthe Army raiſed by the Parliament, and great 
affaites of the CollihonWealk Shen mad cite Wy 
.-2, Youareto cauſcthe.ſame Ordigance, and rhe other 
Otder for reſtjaining of the tenants and others from pay- 
ing their Renrs and other dues to the ſaid Deliuquents ,

8. You have power to let all or any the Lands, Tene- 
ments , or Hereditaments of any the fayd Delinquents;, 
from yeer to yeer,to ſuch tenants as you ſhall think fir, and 
forſuch reafonable Rents as you can ger, unleſle you can 
otherwiſe employ the ſame to better advantages. 

 9:-Youareto appoint Collectors for the receiving of all 
Rents, profits, ſums of money, debrs; and other duties due 
orowing to the-ſaid Delinquents,.or any of then, al- 
lotting rhe eſtate of any one.or more of the ſayd Delin- 
quents; tothe charge of one or. more Colle@or or Colle- 
Qors,as ſhall be moſt Convenient; and the ſaid*Colle&ors 
are to {chd upthe ſums by them colleAed, rogcther-with 
a ſchedule of the receipts and payments, { keeping a du- 
mpg thereof)to the Treaſurers which ſhall be appointed 
5» both Houſes for thir ſefvice ; wherein the ſaid Coſje- 
ctors, or ſuch as they ſhall ſend up the money by, are firſt - 
ro attend the ſaid Committee-of Lords and Commons for 
thair direions herein, and to be very carefull in the ſafe 
conveying of the ſaid money. 

10. Every Colleqtor is to havefuch allowance for his 
pains & charges as you ſhall think fir, not exceeding three 
pence inevery pound, and every one that ſhall be appoint- 
eda Solicitor by the ſaid Lords - and Commons to ſee - 
this Ordinance pur in execution , is to have for his char- 
es and pains therein, ſix pence in every pound, and every -
